KATTOWITZ.  Siksia,  March  19— Threats  by  the  Poles  that 
th(  >  will  shoot  British  •  officers  should  they  appear  in  Schoppinitz 
tomorrow,  the  day  of  the  Upper  Silesian  plebiscite,  have  reached 
Colonel  Crichton,  British  control  officer  here.  He  announced  that 
he  would  watch  the  Schoppinitz  vicinity,  where  anti-German  senti- 
ment is  reported  to  be  most  bitter. 

Two  officers  had  been  detailed  previously  to  watch  the  votinp. 

Fears  are  expressed  that  the  population,  which  is  known  to  be 
armed,  will  attack  the  soldiers  in  these  districts  tomorrow.  Rifle  and 
machine  gun  fire  was  heard  along  the  lower  Polish  border  last  night 
as  the  Poles  celebrated  their  anticipated  victory.  Heavy  explosions 
early  today  reported  a  continuation  of  the  celebration  with  dynamite. 

There  apparently  are  30,000  troops,  including  a  French  division, 
four  battalions  of  British,  two  Italian  battalions  and  many  German 
and  Polish  police  on  dnty. 

The  Germans  complain  that  the  border  bctv^ecn  Poland  and 
SuVsia  has  been  left  virtually  unguarded,  although  strict  regulations 
are  enforced  on  the  German  frontier.

CORK,  March  19. — Seven  soldiers  and  one  policeman  were 
killed  and  several  woQnded,  while  seven  members  of  the  attacking 
party  were  killed  in  the  ambush  of  military  and  police  near  Kinsale 
early  today,  according  to  the  latest  reports  received  here.  The  casual- 
ties to  the  Crown  forces  were  caused  by  the  blowing  up  of  a-  bridge 
while  three  lorries  were  crossing  it. 

Twenty  Sinn  Feiners  were  captured,  of  whom  seven  were 
wounded,  and  the  military  took  a  large  quantity  of  ammunition. 

A  reign  of  terror  prevails  in  County  Cork,  and  the  Crown  forces 
are  reported'  to  have  burned  farm  houses  and  produce  in  reprisal  for 
the  ambush.  Search  for  the  members  of  the  ambushing  party  who 
escaped  is  being  continued. 

DUBLIN,  March  19. — A  police  patrol  was  ambushed  by  150 
men  last  night  at  Castletown  Roche,  in  County  Cork,  eight  miles 
northwest  of  Fermoy.  One  constable  was  mortally  wounded,  and 
some  of  the  attacking  party  also  were  injured. 

A  police  and  military  patrol  was  ambushed  near  Dungarvan, 
and  a  fight  lasting  five  hours  ensued.  One  constable  was  killed  and 
a  police  sergeant  is  missing.  Several  of  the  attackers  are  believed  to 
have  been  killed.

The  men  were  employed  direct 
and  not  through  the  labor  bureau,  as 
promised  by  the  Dominion  Minister 
of  Labor.  They  are  paid  at  the  rate 
of  40c  per  hour  for  nine  hours, 
vis.,  $3.60.  which  Is  certainly  not  the 
current,  rate  of  pay  for  labdrsrs. 
There  is  no  guarantee  that  ex-service 
men  have  been  given  the  preference 
of  thla  employment,  and  it  is  the 
common  opinion,  both  in  ICsqulmalt 
and.  Victoria,  that  political  Influence 
will  carry  the  day  in  the  majority  of 
Jobs  unless  the  Government  insists  on 
the  positions  being  filled  through  the 
labor  bureau  in  the  proper  way.

A   LAND   CLKARINO  \POLICY. 

One  of  ths  recommendations  made 
by  the  United  Farmers  of  British  Co- 
lumbia to  the  Provincial  Government, 
namely,  that  dealing  with  a  land 
clearing  policy,  deserves  earnest  con- 
sideration. Whether  or  not  the  plan 
actually  proposed  would  bs  ths  beat 
we  are  not  In  a  position  to  say.  but 
there  Is  hardly  a  doubt  that  in  a 
Province  like  this  there  should  bs 
soma  governmental  assistance  In  land 
clearing.  The  Land  Settlement  Board 
is  spending  large  sums  of  money 
yearly  though  the  results  are  hardly 
noticeable  In  the  Increased  agricul- 
tural production  of  ths  Province.  That 
organisation,  however,  It,  given  the 
power,  would  be  In  a  fair  way  to  Jus- 
tify its  sxlstence  If  a  land  clearing 
were  devised,  and  there  Is  no 
why  the  moneys  expended  on 
such  a  policy  should  not  be  recover- 
able.        ^  **■"« 

The  Government  could  engage  In 
land  clearing  on  a  seal*  which  would 
reduce  the  present  coat.  Ths  entsr- 
prlse  could  be  confined  to  areas 
within  easy  reach  of  markets,  which 
would  mean  that  the  land  thus  thrown 
open  for  settlement  could  be  devel- 
oped ou  a  paying  scale  without  delay.

Aa  to  poesiDle  sites,  the  northwest 
cornar  ot  B*acon  Hill  Park  appears 
to  have  many  points  of  advantage 
compared  with  othern  that  have  been 
proposed.  It  is  conveniently  near 
town,  being  but  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  from  the  City  Hall;  l«i  fact, 
about  as  central  a  site  as  could  be 
found,  situatd  a*  the  south  end  of 
Douglas  Strset,  the  main  artery  of 
tho  city,  It  could  be  .well  served  by 
tha  B.C.  Electric  if  a  short  extension 
of  lines  waa  put.  In  and  a  loop  mads 
with  Government  Street  carllna  by 1 
way  of  Superior  Str*et.  The  centre 
would  ba  within  easy  walking  dis- 
tance of  tha  C.P.R.  boatM,  Empress 
Hotel,  eta,,  a  consideration  from  the 
tourist  point  of  view. 

At  preaent  thla  corner  of  the  park 
has  rather  a  neglected  appearance, 
and  It  would  undoubtedly  add  to  the 
beauty  of  the  park  as  a  whole  If 
utilized  for  the  Winter  Garden 
centre. 

The  site  in  rear  of  the  Errtpreea 
Hotel  Is  too  small.  Even  If  It  should 
he  oonsMered  large  enough  for  a 
start,  there  Is  no  telling  what  ths 
scheme  might  eventually  develop  into, 
and  It  Is  Well  to  allow  room  for  ex- 
pansion. 

The  Dalles  Road  would  seem  to  be 
the  leant  satisfactory  of  the  three 
sites  usually'spoken  of  in  connection 
with  the  scheme.  Apart  from  Ihe 
view  (and  no  one  can  deny  It  is  a 
grsnd  one)  there  seems  nothing  In  Its 
favor.  The  position  to  very  exposed 
—even  on  Summer  evenings  the  cold 
breeseg  off  the  Straits  make  a  stroll 
In  that  direction  uncomfortable  for 
some  people.  Bearing  In  mind  that 
the  Entertainment  Centre  Is  intended 
for  all-the-ysar-round  use.  Is  It  ad- 
visable to  rlak  its  success  for  the 
sake  of  a  View?  Views  can  be  had 
on  all  sides  round  Victoria.

Mr.  M.  B.  Jackson's  Effort  to 
Eliminate  Advertising  Signs 
at  Active  Pass  Meets  End — 
Property  Rights  Affected 


The  advertising  hoardings  which 
adorn  the  beautiful  shores  of  Active 
Pass  and  the  removal  of  wtilrh  was 
sougdjt  by  Mr.  Ml  B.  Jackson.  Liberal 
member  for  the  Islanoa,  will  remain 
where  they  are  for  some  further  time. 

Wb*n  the  mii  Introduced  by  Mr. 
Jackson  to  accomplish  his  object,  wss 
under  fire  in  the  Legislature  Fri- 
day afternoon.  Mr.  Bowser's  motion 
(  that  tha  committee  rise  without  a 
I  report  was  approved,  and  this  pro- 
I  cedure  kills  the  measure. 
|  When  the  bill  came  up  for  con- 
sideration In  the  committee  stage.  Mr. 
M.  A.  Maednald.  Vancouver,  suggested 
there  Was  much  more  In  It  than  ap- 
peared on  the  surface,  that  Interests 
other  than  those  apparent  might  be 
affected.  Often  owners  of  land  leased 
altea  for  aueh  hoarding*,  and  lessors 
had  valuable  rights,  he  said. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  had  understood 
that  Major  Burde  had  moved  the 
adjournment  of  the  debate  on  the 
second  reading  of  the  bill,  but  that 
when  it  came  up  he  had  not  been  In 
his  place,  and  the  debate  was  stood 
over. 

Major  Burdc  said  he  had  arranged 
that  the  bill  should  pass  second  read- 
ing without  his  speaking. 

Mr.  Rowser:  "My  friend  Is  passing 
bills?  He  has  more  power  then,  than 
any  other  megnber  1ft  this  Houae." 

Continuing.  Mr.  Bowser  said  It  was 
all  very  well  to  be  as  aesthetic  as  the 
member  for  the.  Islands,  but  property 
rights  were  being  affected,  and  he 
was  surprised  that  Mr.  Jackson,  who 
was  ao  atrong  on  constitutional  mat- 
ters, ahould  so  raaually  wipe  out 
those  rights.  Tourists  and  others  who 
objected  to.  those  signs  at  the  Pasa 
could  go  to  the  other  side  of  the  boat. 
Such  a  precedent  adopted  In  the  un- 
organized districts  would  perhaps  lead 
to  Its  being  extended  to  the  cities.  In 
which  the  hoarding  Industry  Involves 
large  sums.  How,  too,  was  It  pro- 
posed to  compensate  the  owners 
whose  rights  were  thus  to  be  taken 
away? 

Mr.  Jackson  declared  he  had  no 
Intention  of  Interfering  with  property 
righta  Ills  bill  was  not  reactionary 
It  was  impossible  to  go  from  one  side 
of  the  boat  to  the  other,  as  suggested 
by  the  Opposition  leader. 

Major  Burde:  "Why  not  look  at  the 
sky?" 

Mr.  Jackson  referred  to  the  fact 
that  Ontario  had  adopted  such  legis- 
lation, as  has  New  Zealand  and  a 
number  of  States  In  the  United  Statea 
Ilia  bill  wss  designed  to  prevent  fu- 
ture erection  of  auch  hoardings  and 
he  was  prepared  to  submit  an  amend- 
ment which  would  amply  protect 
those  present  interested  parties. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Pauline  saw  merit  In  the 
hill,  in  that  It  aought  to  prevent  the 
desecration  of  the  beauty  spots  of  the 
Province. 

Mr.  Jackson  held  the  municipalities 
now  have  power  to  pass  upon  the 
design  and  construction  of  buildings 
or  to  order  removal  of  public  nuls- 
ancea 

Mr.  Bowser  held  a  hoarding  could 
not  be  termed  a  public  nulaance. 
There  waa  enough  beautiful  scenery 
along  the  route  from  Vancouver  to 
Victoria  to  satisfy  any  ordinary  tour- 
ist. He  moved  the  committee  rise 
without  report,  a  motion  which  waa 
approved,  and  the  bill  was  thereby 
sent  to  the  scrap  heap.

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Beer  Clause  Will  Be  the  ChieJ 
Topic  of  Discussion  in  Legis- 
lature —  Amendments  Pre- 
sented by 


All  thought  of  ending  tbe  present 
evasion  or  the  Provincial  Legislature 
by  Easter  haa  been  abandoned  by 
the  Oovernrnent  and  now  the  aueaa- 
lug  haa  It  that  the  session  will  not 
finish  until  Saturday.  April  2., 

There  la  not  much  work  before  the 
Houae.  the  debate  on  the  new  Mod- 
ulation bill  and  that  on  the  budget 
bains;  the  two  principal  features.  But 
aa  the  House  must  adjourn  for  the 
Kaater  recess,  which  means  that  ad- 
journment will  be  taken  on  Thurs- 
day next,  and  the  sessions  not  be  re- 
sumed until  the  following  Tuesday, 
there  remain  but  four  working  days 
n.-st  week,  and  it  is  a  certainty  that 
the  business  cannot  be  cleaned  up 
within  that  time. 

Aa  usual,  chief  interest  centres  In 
Its)  "beer  clause"  introduced  last 
Thursday  by  Capt.  Ian  Mackenaie. 
second  Liberal  member  for  Vancou- 
ver, to  raise  the  percentage  on  non- 
U'toxlcatlnr  liquor  under  the  defini- 
tion of  the  term  "liquor,"  from  one 
per  cent  alcohol  by  weight  to  two  per 
cent,  or.  in  other  worda,  provide  for 
the  general  aale  of  beer  contain- 
ing about  five  per  cent  proof 
spirits,  compared  with  the  near-beer 
Ingredient  of  two  and  one-half  per 
cent  proof  spirits. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  when 
he  Introduced  his  amendment,  which 
created  keen  discussion  In  the  House, 
Captain  Mackenzie  stated  that  should 
It  be  paaaed  he  would  bring  down 
amendments  providing  for  tho 
stringent  regulation  of  the  sale  of 
his  Increased  alcoholic  beverage. 
Members  held  that  they  would  pre- 
fer to  see  these  amendmenta  first, 
■«iiii  he  has  fl|ed  them  orl  the  order 
paper.  These  will  be  dealt  with  by 
the  House  tomorrow,  when.  It  la  ea- 
'  reeled,  the  question  will  be  put  to 
the  vote. 

These  amendmenta  provide  that  no 
person  shall  be  permitted  to  se.l 
"light  beer"  within  the  limits  of  a 
municipality  or  In  clubs  unleas  first 
approved  by  the  board,  and  eucn 
fchall  be  subject  to  cancellation  by  the 
board.  Every  association  which  dis- 
tributes beer  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  "person"  under  those  provisions; 
and  no  application  for  a  permit  to 
sell  shall  be  approved  by  a  munici- 
pality until  passed  by  the  board.  Bale 
shall  be  only  by  male  persona  and 
to  none  under  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years.  Upon  conviction  of  anyone 
holding  a  licence  to  sell  light  beer, 
that  conviction  shall.  Ipso  facto,  can- 
cel the  licence,  and  no  licence  shall 
thereafter  be  Issued  to  him  by  the 
board  or  any  municipality. 

"Light  beer"  shall  mean  any  bev- 
erage not  containing  more  than  two 
per  cent  by  weight  of  alcohol,  wheth- 
er it  is  made  from  malt  or  hops,  or 
without  the  use  of  the  same.  Tne 
treating  system  is  prevented,  and  no 
intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  kept 
upon  the  premises  where  "light 
beer"  la  sold. 

Mr.  Bert  Kergin,  Liberal  member 
for  Atlln.  had  put  In  an  amendmenc 
designed  to  make  prices  of  Oove/n- 
ment-vended  liquor  the  aame  at  all 
Government  stores,  whether  splrltous 
or  malt.  The  present  bill  applies  this 
r.rlnclple  to  splrltous  liquors,  but  hot 
13  malt  liquors,  on  which,  latter  th»» 
Government  does  not  propose  to  pay 
overhead  charges  of  transportation 
from  the  central  store  to  outside 
points. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Duncan.  Independent 
member  for  Cowlchan,  would  amend 
the  definition  of  "liquor"  to  strike 
out  the  present  standard  of  one 
per  cent  alcohol  by  weight  and  make 
It  read  "proof  spirits."

Ueorye  Kennedy  Smith,  a  veteran  of 
the  Great  War  with  a  distinguished 
record  of  service,  waa  found  shortly 
after  >  o'clock  yesterday  morning. 
Apparently  ho  had  taken  his  own 
life  by  shooting-  himself  through  the 
mouth,  the  bullet  penetrating  tho 
head.  Death  must  have  been  In- 
stantaneous. 

The  discovery  of  the  body  was 
made  by  Mies  Moore,  a  nurse,  who 
haa  been  attending  Mrs.  Smith  for  the  I 
past  month.  She  had  gone  down  to 
the  basement  and  saw  the  holster  of 
the  revolver  lying  on  the  floor.  St.. 
looked  for  Captain  Smith,  who.  of 
late,  had  made  references  to  his  Ill- 
health  and  to  his  despondency,  and 
on  entering  the  garage  at  the  rear 
ot  the  house  she  discovered  tMe  body 
lylng  In  a  pool  of  blood. 

letters  which  Captain  Smith  had 
written  to  his  wife  snd  his  lawyer. 
Captain  Carew  Martin,  and  to  Nurse 
Moore,  made  It  clear  that  for  sonu 
time  ho  had  planned  to  do  away 
with  hiiiiaoir.  and  that  his  act  had 
leen  premeditated.  The  Oak  Bay 
police  were  notiried.  and  Chief  Syme 
took  charge  of  the  body  and  notified 
the  coroner,  Dr.  E.  C.  Hart,  who  or- 
dered an  inquest  to  be  held  tomor- 
row morning  at  11  o'clock.  The  body 
v/aa  removed  to  the  undertaking 
rooms  of  the  B.C.  Funeral  Furnlah- 
Ing  Company. 

In  the  letters  ho  left  behind.  Capt. 
Smith  set  forth  that  he  waa  despon- 
dent und  without  hope,  fearing  ho 
would  become  lnaane. 

The  late  Captain  Smith  waa  an 
Englishman  by  birth  and  had  served 
in  the  Ureal  War  with  distinction 
with  the  Strathcona  Horse.  He  saw 
much  service  and  waa  shell-shocked, 
and  since  his  return  from  the  front 
had  suffered  much  from  the  experi- 
ences through  which  he  went  while 
c\erseaa.  His  physical  condition,  to- 
gether with  straitened  business  cir- 
cumstances are  believed  to  have 
so  preyed  upon  his  mind  as 
to  have  led  him  to  take  his 
own  life.  The  revolver  with  which 
he  committed  the  deed  was  a  heavy 
Colt  weapon  of  .45  calibre.

the  Kali  when  other  people  store  their  tools 
end  never  do  a  hand's  turn  in  the  vegetable 
patch  until  the  Spring  urge  comes  upon  them 
again  The  consequence  is  1  that  the  real 
gardener's  land  is  in  the  best  shape  for  the 
Spring  work,  while  the  other  man's  is  yet  to  be 
done,  and  probably  is  scamped  in  the  process 
as  the  rush  of  the  season  hurries  him  forward. 

An  esteemed  correspondent  has  a  theory  in 
regard  to  successful  onion  growing  which  may 
be  of  interest  to  others,  formerly,  he  says, 
he  made  the  practice  of  sowing  the  seed  very 
early  in  the  Spring,  but  his  crop  was  usually 
unsuccessful,  although  he  studied  the  subject 
closely  and  gave  the  bed  the  treatment  onions 
were  said  to  require.  At  last  he  evolved  the 
theory  that  in  very  early  Spring  the  land  was 
somewhat  soured  by  the  VVinter  wet,  and  he 
resolved  to  delay  the  sowing  tjntil  the  earth 


had  become  warm  and  mellow  with  sunshine, 
a  plan  which,  last  year,  resulted  in  a  heavy 
crop.  His  particular  garden  seems  to  be  of 
heavy  soil  which  retains  the  moisture. 
Another  wrinkle  in  onion  growing  is  to  thin 
them  only  so  far  apart  that  they  will  be  slight- 
ly crowded  as  the  bulbs  approach  maturity. 
By  letting  them  crowd  slightly,  they  are 
forced  upward,  and  the  upper  part  of  the  bulb 
ripens  in  consequence,  which  prevents  the 
development  of  thick  necks.  Thick  necks,  of 
course,  will  also  result  from  using  poor  seed. 
The  onion  is  well  known  as  a  heavy  feeder, 
and  no  pains  must  be  spared  to  get  the  soil 
well  settled  before  sowing  the  seed. 

Celery  is  another  vegetable  Which  is  not 
quite  so  easy  to  grow.  Its  wild  relative 
luxuriates  only  in  wet,  mucky  places,  and 
these  conditions,  moisture  and  richness  of 
soil,  must  be  given  to  the  cultivated  celery  if 
it  is  to  succeed.  Too  heavy  supplies  of 
ntMIUrc.  though,  will  have  a  tendency  to  form 
coarse,  ill  flavored  stalks,  so  it  is  better  for 
tins  crop  to  manure  .moderately  well,  and  then.

Blasting  for  Fruit  Trees 

Tllh*  promise  of  the'  Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture, the  Hon.  Iv  D.  Barrow,  regarding 
cheaper  powder,  and  the  expression  of  his 
opinion  at  the  Farmers'  Institutes'  Convention 
in  January  that  "the  powder  should  be  avaib 
ahlc  before  the  end  of  March,"  has  aroused 
everybody's  expectations.  Blasting  powder 
is  coming  to  be  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  in- 
dispensable adjuncts'  in  certain  operations  in 
farming.  Not  only  is  it  the  only  solution  to 
the  problem  of  clearing  heavily  timbered  land 
ofthc  immense  stumps  that  are  left,  but  i*  has 
become  a  well  recognized  fact  that  nothing 
can  equal  blasting  in  preparing  land  for  or- 
chards, particularly  where  there  is  a  hard  im- 
penetrate subsoil.  On  a  subsoil  of  this  sort 
fertilizing  and  tilling  the  ton  soil  is  not  suffi- 
cient for  the  requirements  of  trees.  Moreover, 
where  the  top  soil  is  clayey,  it  is  impossible  to 
dig  holes  for  the  new  trees  without  tending 
to  pack  the  clay  around  the  sides  of  the  hole, 
thus  presenting  a  stiff  wall  when  the  roots  of 
the  tree  reach  it  through  the  well-prepared 
•  il  thai  probably  fills  the  hole  itself.  Blast- 
ing mellows  the  ground  in  all  directions 
tfofend  the  hole ;  it  breaks  the  hard  subsoil 
underneath  and  permits  the  tree  to  strike  its 
roots  downward,  and  by  creating  a  porous, 
water-absorbing  condition  in  the  suhsoil,  it 
stops  the  danger  of  drought  and  prevents  the 
lose  of  growth  so  frequently  noticeable  in 
trees  the  first  year  of  planting  In  the  same 
way,  root  growth  is  made  eaay,  and  since  im- 
mensely more  plant  food  is  made  available,  the 
growth  of  the  tree  is  speeded  up  and  the 
fruit-bearing  period  is  put  forward  a  year  or 
two.

Eight  or  ten  feet  apart  is  the 
proper  distance,  and  the  space  between  may 
be  used  for  cheaper  *ht  ubs  that  i.m  h-  taken 
out  when  oeeded.  There  is  many  a  south 
border  in  Victoria  which  could  be  beautified 
by  a  regal  bush  of  camellia,  which  is  of  such 
great  value  for  its  early  Spring  flowers.  The 
Daphne  Mezereum  rubrum,  which  has  been  in 
bloom  for  the  past  month,  is  another  shrub 
that  everybody  ought  to  have.  We  cannot 
value  too  highly  those  shrubs  and  flowers  that 
at  the  earliest  moment  in  Spring  help  to 
banish  the  Winter  of  our  discontent  and  make 
us  believe  that  Summer  is  near. 

In  raising  the  annuals  for  the  flower 
garden  in  the  house,  great  care  has  to  be 
taken  to  prevent  their  becoming  weak  and 
splindling,  no  attempt  should  be  made  to  hurry 
them  along,  and  as  they  become  large  enough, 
they  should  be  set  in  a  cold  frame  to  harden 
off.  Where  a  cold  frame  is  not  part  of  the 
garden  equipment,  it  can  still  be  constructed 
by  means  of  a  frame  of  four  boards  on  edge, 
banked  up  with  earth  to  prevent  draughts  at 
the  corners  and  a  covering  made  of  cheese 
cloth  stretched  on  a  frame  of  laths.  The  great 
object  of  a  cold  frame  is  to  afford  shelter  for 
half  tender  plants  tiuring  the  cold  nights  and 
on  inclement  days,  at  all  other  times  the 
cheese  cloth  should  be  removed  so  that  the 
plants  may  become  sturdy,  with  abundance  of 
light  and  air.  The  impossibility  of  preventing 
a  proportion  of  single  stocks  appearing  among 
the  grand  doubles  is  a  difficulty  to  some 
people.  An  English  gardening  authority 
says  that  from  long  experience  it  has  been 
found  that  when  planting  out.  preference 
should  always  be  given  those  plants  having 
a  good  share  of  fine  fibrous  roots,  even  if  the 
plants  are  somewhat  weaker  than  the  others, 
for  it  is  the  coarse-forked  rooted  plant  that 
usually  produces  the  single  bloom.  As  many 
people  know,  the  case  is  somewhat  similar 
with  petunias,  which  also  give  a  share  of 
single  blossoms  even  when  the  double  sorts 
are  purchased,  the  weaker  plants  being  always 
saved,  as  these  usually  are  the  double-flower- 
ing plants.

The 
cessation  of  the  manufacture  of  the  lower 
priced  cloths  was,  of  course,  a  ridiculous  mis-

The  Canned  Milk  Industry 

of  the  Lower Fi«asef  V 

r    , 

r HE  whole  round  earth  by  this  time  kndws 
that  the  Lower  Fraser  Valley  is  one  of 
those  spots  where  Nature  seems  to  have  sat 
down  and  considered  just  how  rich  a  soil 
and  lenient  a  climate  she  could  pos- 
sibly make.  Hay  and  roots  simply  grew 
by  themselves  in*  such  a  pampered  local- 
ity, and  hay  and  roots  in  turn  naturally  mean 
cows.  Therefore  the  population  of  cows  to 
•the  square  mile  is  probably  higher  there  than 
anywhere  else  in  the  Dominion.  A  great 
part  of  their  product,  of  course,  goes  to  fill  the 
milk  bottles  every  morning  in  ,the  nearby  city 
of  Vancouver,  as  well  as  New  Westminster 
and  other  local  centres,  but  you  also  see  much 
of  it  done  up  in  neat  red-labelled  cans  on  the 
shelves  of  every  grocery  store  in  the  Province. 

The  cannery  at  Ladner  is  possibly  the 
most  convenient  to  visit  from  Vancouver,' ^nd 
an  early  morning  tun  across  the  level  miles  of 
Lulu  Island  brings  one  to  the  ferry,  where 
motor  trucks,  heavily  weighted  with  big  milk 
cans,  rumble  down  into  the  open  side  of  the 
top-heavy  looking  craft,  and,  together  with 
smart  looking  motors,  wagons,  cows  and  farm 
horses,  are  conveyed  across  the  wide  ami 
swift-flowing  Eraser  to  the  Ladner  wharf.  The 
big  truck  rumbles  out  again  at  the  other  side 
of  the  boat  and  sets  off  for  the  factory  with 
the  three  tall,  slender  chimney  stacks  half  a 
mile  or  so  beyond  the  town,  to  which  trucks 
and  milk  wagons  converge  oyer  the  hard,  level 
roads  from  all  directions,  coming  from  farms, 
where  a  day's  plowing  would  not  turn  up  a 
stone  from  the  rich,  black  mould. 

After  the  milk  has  been  unloaded  on  the 
platform,  of  the  factory,  it  is  weighed  and 
tested  for  butter  fat.  It  is  then  turned  into  a 
great  vat,  whence  it  is  pumped  into  a  boiler 
ana  then  into  the  evaporator,  where  50  per 
cent  of  the  water  is  driven  off.  This  is  all 
that  is  done  to  the  milk  that  you  take  out 
camping  with  you,  and  if  you  add  to  it  an 
equal  quantity  of  water.  \  on  will  have  exactly 
the  same  milk  as  it  was  when  it  came  from  the 
Delta  milk  farms.  When  the  evaporation  is 
complete,  the  milk  is  run  in  a  thin  stream 
over  cold  water  pipes  and  carried  into  another 
great  storage  vat.  Erom  this  it  is  pumped  to 
the  can-filling  machine,  which  is  quite  the 
most  fascinating  portion  to  the  casual  visitor 
of  the  whole  process.  An  endless  "railway" 
carries  new,  empty  cans  on  to  a  small  table 
which  revolves  under  a  tap  that  permits  only 
a  certain  quantity  of  milk  to  flow  into  each 
can.  Having  received  its  apportioned  share, 
filling  it  almost  to  the  brim,  the  can  passes 
onward  off  the  revolving  table  along  another 
railway,  its  precious  contents  shaking  slightly 
with  the  vibrations,  to  a  machine,  where,  w"ith  ' 
a  smack,  the  lid  is  clamped  on. 

Safe  now  in  the  container,  which  you  have 
probably  punched  this  morning  for  your  cof- 
fee, the  milk  goes  through  the  final  and 
essential  process  of  being  thoroughly  steril- 
ized. In  great  baskets  the  cans  are  taken  to 
the  sterilizer,  where  they  are  cooked  tinder  a 
steam  pressure  of  250  degs.  The  process  is 
now  finished,  but  to  make  certain  of  the 
product,  the  cans  are  stacked  up  for  three  or 
four  weeks,  so  that  an-  t  sible  leakage  in 
any  one  of  them  may  reveal  itself  before  the 
product  is  placed  on  the  market.  At  the  end 
of  the  testing  time,  each  tin  is  carefully  in- 
spected, and  on  being  passed  as  perfect,  it  goes

Quantities  ot   Goat's  Milk 

The  reason  is  not  far  to  seek.  Milk  has  al- 
ways been  recognised  as  one  of  the  m  t  pet 
feet  natural  foods,  but  this  is  milk  in  its  most 
digestible  form.  I  have  yet  to  hear  of  a  caa« 
where  goat  s  milk  could  not  be  ret  lined  by  tn# 
most  delicate  stomach.  The  fat  globules  of 
Which  cream  is  composed  are  in  goat's  milk 
one  seventh  the  size  of  those  comprising  the 
butter  fat  of  the  cow.  The  fact  th-.t  the  -oat 
is  practically  immune  from  tuberculosis  and 
is  the  healthiest  of  all  animals,  is  another 
powerful  argument  for  feeding  the  milk  to

"I  am  irrevocably  convinced  that  goat's 
milk  is  the  best  substitute  for  human  milk  for 
infant  feeding,  not  only  for  its  close  similar- 
ity, chemically  and  physically,  but  also  for  the 
readiness  with  which  the  infant's  digestive 
organs  receive  and  digest  goat's  milk." 

But  it  is  as  a  supplier  t.f  milk  for  general 
family  use  that  the  future  of  the  milk  goat 
lies.  No  milk  is  so  delicious  to  the  taste  or 
more  suitable  for  culinary  purposes.  Con- 
trary to  general  uninformed  opinion,  it  is  not 
richer  than  full  cream  cow's  milk,  though  con- 
siderably "richer  than  the  attenuated  liquid 
usually  delivered  to  the  consumer.  Nor  does 
it  possess  the  slightest  goaty  flavor.  Pre- 
judiced visitors  who  taste  it  in  fear  and 
trembling  for  the  first  time  invariably  put 
down  an  empty  glass,  saying  it  h  the  best 
milk  they  ever  drank. 

Eor  every  purpose  for  which  milk  can  be 
used  goat's  milk  has  no  equal,  and  remember 
always  that  the  goat  is  baby's  next  best  friend.

assistance,  which  is  usually  difficult  to  get  in 
a  small  enterprise,  is  avoided.

As  regards  the  yield  for  each  variety, 
fhougfr  no  fixed  record-wa*  kept,  the  following 
figures  an  approximately  correct  and  are 
likely  to  be  rather  under  than  over  the  mark, 
as  small  quantities  were  often  '  picked  for 
household  uses  and  neighborly  gift*,  of  which 
p4©^  account  was  kept.  Gooseberries,  90 
pounds;  currants,  100  pounds ;'  raspberries, 
160  pounds;  logans,  130  pounds,  and  black- 
berries.

tion  to  return  to  the  nest  when  they  are  in- 
clined to  stay  .out  too  long.  Our  swift  is  a 
familiar  example.  But  has  anyone  ever  ob- 
served an  indivdual  of  any  species — one  of  a 
colony,  presumably  a  male — exercising  that 
kind  of  mastership  over  a  number  of  females 
in  the  absence  of  their  mates?  Yet  that  is 
exactly  what  I  witnessed  on  one  occasion,  and 
if  I  were  to  ask  a  dozen  or  fifty  naturalists  to 
name  the  species,  they  would  all  guess, wrong, 
for  the  bird  was  the  small,  delicate,  gentle, 
moth-like  sand  martin — the  "mountain  butter- 
fly," as  if  i$  prettily  called  in  Spain. 

Near  Yeovil  I  found  a  breeding    place  of 
those  birds  in  a  vast  old  sand  pit.    It  was  in 
May,  and  no  doubt  they    were  incubating. 
There  were  about  fifty  holes  in  the  steepest 
side  of  the    sandbank,    and    when    I  began 
watching  them,  about  fourteen  or  fifteen  birds 
were  flying  round  and  round  within  the  basin 
of  the  pit,  hawking  after  flie^  and  perhaps  pro- 
longing their  playtime  after    their  morning 
feed.   By  and  by  I  noticed  one  bird  acting  in  a 
singular  manner;  I  saw  him  come  out  of  One 
hole  and  go  quickly  into  another,  then  into 
still  another,  until  he  had  visited  several.  He 
remained  about  five  or  six  seconds  in  each  one, 
or  as  long  as  it  would  taVe  him  to  run  to  the 
end  of  the  burrow  and  return.  Finally,  having 
finished  inspecting  the  holes,  he  began  pur- 
suing one  of  the  birds  flying  aimlessly  about 
in  the  pit;  the  chase  increased  in  speed  and 
violence  until  the  hunted  bird  took  refuge  in 
one  of  the  burrows.    He  then  stsrted  chasing 
another  of  the  birds  flying  about,  and  in  time 
that  bird  also  was  driven  into«  hole.   After  a 
good  deal  of  rushing    about,    he  remained 
alone.   After  flying  up  and  down  a  few  times, 
she  finally  flew  off,   probably   to  some  water- 
course or  moist  MMow  at  a  distance  from  the 
pit  where  flies  abounded.  There  he  would  join 
the  other  males  of  the  colony. 

I  remained  for  some  time  on  the  spot,  keep- 
ing a  close  watch  on  the  little  black  burrows 
in  the  orange-colored  sandbank;  but  not  a 
bird  flew  or  even  peeped  out;  nor  did  any  of 
the  atmtnt  birds  return  to  the  pit.

communities  more  close  knit  than  in  moat 
ies.

DESIGN  FOR  COLLAR  AND  CUFFS

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No  dress  Is  complete  this  Spring 
without  a  collar  and  cuff  act  made  of 
organdy.  They  may  be  worn  with 
the  aerge  frock  or  with  one  of  the 
pretty  new  wash  dresses  which  now 
have  a  prominent  place  In  the  shop 
windows.  This  design  is  unusually 
■  imple  and  effective,  and  -  even  an> 
umateur  will  find  no  difficulty  In 
working  It  up.  The  collar  and  cuffs 
sre  made  of  pale  pink  organdy  and 
the  embroidery  la  worked  out  In  pink, 


green  and  black.  Cut  a  atrip  of  or- 
gandy for  the  collar  30  inches  long 
and  3J4  Inches  wide.  Cut  the  cuffa  7 
Inphea  long  and  .  2%  Inchea  wide, 
liaate  a  Vi -Inch  hem  all  around  both 
collar  and  cuffs.  With  black  embroid- 
ery floss  run  a  line  of  darning  stitches 
en  the  right  aide  of  all  the  hems,  and 
three-eighths  of  an  Inch  Insldo  this 
line  run  another  row  of  darning.  The 
second  row  Is  run  only  on  the  front 
edge  and  sides  of    eaofc    piece.  The 


sketch  shows  the  two  rows  of  darning 
on  one-half  of  the  collar  and  on  one 
cuff.  Transfer  the  design  of  berries 
and  leavea  to  the  material  with  car- 
bon paper,  placing  It  between  the  two 
rows  of  darning.  The  berries  are  made 
up  of  a  cluster  of  French  knots 
worked  In  two  shades  of  rose,  and  the 
leaves  are  done  In  green.  Either  a 
satin  atltch  or  lasy  daiay  stitch  may 
be  used  for  the  leaves.  When  using 
the  lasy  daisy  stitch  take  a  full  strand 
of  six  threads  of  embroidery  cotton. 


A  BAG  MADE  FROM  RAFFIA 


The  ra/Fia  bag  illustrated  Is  cro- 
cheted, and  whan  llnlshed  It  makes  a 
very  ueeful  shopping  bag,  or  may  be 
used  for  a  school  bag  by  the  younger 
members  of  the  family.  To  make  the 
bag  one  will  need  a  large  hank  of 
natural  colored  raffia,  and  a  amall 
hank  of  colored  rafOa  for  working  out 
the  design.  The  color  choaen  ia  a 
matter  of  Individual  taste.  The  raffia 
may  bg  purchased  at  any  atore  where 
baskets  are  made,  and  la  to  be  bad 
also  at  many  seed  stores. 

The  raffia  must  first  be  soaked  in 
water  for  aeteral  houra  to  make  It 
pliable,  and  then  It  muat  be  allowed 
to  dry  thoroughly  before  atartlng  the 
work.  Use  a  double  crochet  atltch  for 
the  bag.  atartlng  with  a  chain  ten 
Inchea  long.  Double  crochet  around 
the  chain  to  form  the  bottom  of  the 
bag.  adding  atltcbea  whan  necessary 
Whan  you  have  a  bottom  of  oval 
shape  about  twelve  Inchea  long  start 
to  turn  up  for  the  a  l  dee,  leaving  out 
stitches  where  required.  The  aides  of 
the  bag  ahould  be  about  twelve  Inchea 
high.  The  handle  la  etarted  In  the 
centre  at  the  top  of  one  of  the 


and 
wher 

handle  ahould  measure  two 


five  and  a  half  Inchea  wide 
It  Joins  the  side.  At  the  top  the 


Inches  wide,  and 
In  length 


It  la  fourteen 


thla  length  haa  been  crocheted  Join 
the.  end  of  the  handle  to  the  oppoalte 
aide  of  the  bag.  Tne  state*  shows 
the  finished  shape  of  bag  and  handle. 
The  bag  is  embroidered  with  the  col- 
ored rattla  to  form  the  dealgn  shown, 
or  any  conventional  design  which  has 
simple  lines  may  be  chosen.  In  the 
illustration  the  horizontal  bands  of 
color  at  the  top  and  bottom  were  cro- 
cheted Into  the  bag  as  It  was  made. 
The  raffia  comes  In  comparatively 
short  lengths,  and  when  it  Is  to  be 
Joined  the  new  end  and  old  end  of 
the  raffia  should  be  lapped  for  sevsral 
Inches,  and  the  crocheting  continued 
while  the  ends  are  held  together  In 
this  position.  Any  loose  ends  which 
show  when  the  basket  Is  finished  may 
be  caught  Into  the  weaving  with  a 
blunt  point  raffia  needle.  This  raffia 
needle  Is  also  used  for  embroidering 
the  pattern  on  the  side  of  the  bag.  If 
one  prefers,  ths  bag  may  be  embroid- 
ered with  colored  wool,  which  Is  very 
effective  on  the  natural  colored  raffia 
as  a  background.  If  wool  embroidery 
is  used,  a  floral  pattern 


MAKE  YOUR  OWN  EASTER  BONNET 


Here  Is  an  attractive  Easter  hat 
which  anyone  can  make  In  a  very 
abort  time.  The  hat  ia  made  of  heavy 
ribbon,  preferably  a  ribbed  groagraln 
ribbon.  Any  color  may  be  chosen, 
but  for  Spring  a  white  or  flash  pink 
hat  will  be  found  to  go  charmingly 
with  one  of  the  new  wash  frocks. 

The  following  materials  will  be 
nacsssary  for  the  hat.  Two  and  one- 
third  yards  groagraln  ribbon  four  and 
a  half  Inchea  wide,  one-eighth  yard  of 
buckram,  one  and  one-half  yards  cot- 
ton covered  millinery  wire,  and  it 
Inchea  of  steal  wire,  which  cornea 
eepeclally  for  wiring  hat  brims,  with 


.  lamp  for  fastening  the  enda  together 
A  package  of  long  millinery  needles 
and  a  pair  of  pliers  will  also  be  neoes- 


to  be 


From  the  ribbon  cut  a  piece  fifty 
inches  long  for  ths  brim.  Join  the 
two  out  enda  with  a  quarter  of  an 
inch  flat  fell  seam,  so  that  one  con- 
tinuous place  la  formed.  On  one  edge 
of  thla  piece  of  ribbon  turn  a  narrow 
hem  forming  a  easing  through  which 
the  brim  wire  Is  to  be  run.  Stitch  this 
hem  on  the  machine.  On  the  oppo- 
site edge  of  this  ribbon  run  threw 
rows  of  gathering  a  quarter  of  an 
Inch  apart,  leaving  long  ends 
drawn  up  later.  The  brim  and 
of  the  hat  are  sewed  to  a  buckram 
aide  crown  or  foundation.  From  the 
buckram  cut  a  strip  one  Inch  wide 
and  long  enough  to  roach  around 
your  own  headatse  plus  two  Inches  for 
To  get  this  headalso  maaa- 
of  an  old  hat  which 
Lap  the  enda  of  the  buck- 
atrip  forming  a  circle  which  Is 
ths  side  crown  foundation.  On  the 
top  and  bottom  edges  of  this,  side 
crown  aew  the  cotton  covered  wire 
with  a  buttonhole  stitch,  lapping  the 
ends  of  the  wire  in  the  back  for  at 
I  east  two  I 

cutting  ths 
Now  sew  the  brim  of  the  hat  to  this 
rn.  by  sawing  ths  first  ro 
Of  gathering  on  the  edge  of  the  brim 
to  the  lower  edge  of  the  buckram  aide 
crown.  The  edge  of  the  ribbon  should 
go  up  Just  Inside  the  under  *dge  of 
the  side  crown,  and  la  secured  with  a 


enda  of  the  wire  la  the 
Last  two  inches.

back  stitch.  Uss  hoary  linen  thread 
and  a  millinery  nsadle.

In  the  course  of  a  200-mile  Journey 
the  piston,  weighing  allghtly  les*  than 
a  pound,  has  to  travel  up  and  down 
in  Its  cylinder  616,000  time*.  At  the 
top  'and  bottom  of  *ach  stroka  It  has 
to  stop  and  start  again  in  the  op- 
posite direction.  If  anyone  will  take

It  la 
somewhat  similar  to  gasoline,  but  it 
has  no  "life,"  or.  in  other  words,  it  is 
not  volstlle.  Because  of  thla  fact  It 
cannot  be  used  in  the  ordinary  auto- 
mobile niotqr,  as  It  will  not  vaporise 
In  the  carburetor.  "Casing  head  gas- 
oline" Is  obtained  from  natural  gas. 
either  by  comp 
that  la  "squeealng."  or  by 
the  gas  with  a  heavy  oil  and  then  dis- 
tilling* It  gets  it*  name  from  the  fact 
that  the  natural  gaa  Is  drawn  from 
the  head  of  the  casing  of  the  welL 
Its  production  Is  Increasing  rapidly, 
and  In  a  short  time  practically  every 
cubic  foot  of  natural  gas  will  have 
been  "squeezed*  or  "scrubbed"  before 
It  Is  sold  to  the  consumer.  Casing 
hesd  gasoUne  is  extremely  volatile, 
or.  aa  the  oil  men  ssy,  It  is  "wold." 
When  It  Is  mixed  or  blended  with 
kerosene  In  the  proper  proportions  It 
gives  to  the  kerosene  the  necessary 
"life,"  and  a  fairly  satisfactory  motor 
fuel  Is  obtained.  This  blended  gaso- 
line la  now  produced  in  large  quanti- 
ties, and  Is  sold  for  the  most  part  as 
"motor  gas"  for  trucks  snd  tractors. 

Cracked  gasoline  is  obtained  by 
cracking  heavy  petroleum  oils.  It  la 
not  obtslned  by  "extracting  more 
gasoline  from  the  crude  oil,"  as  some 
of  our  newspsper  experts  would  have 
hs  believe.  Extracting  ImpUes  that 
the  gasoline  I*  Actually  present  In  tha 
heavy  oil  that  is  cracked,  but  such  is 
not  the  cas«-  All  of  the  gasoline  in 
the  crude  oil  has  already  been  re- 
moved by  diet  illation  before  the 
cracking  process  la  applied.  Crack- 
ing Involves  a  chemical  shsnge,  tb* 
production  of  new  materials  which 
are  not  present  in  the  starting  mater- 
ials. A  chemist  might  define  ■  oil 
crocking  aa  "the  pyrogenetlc  or  cata- 
lytic decomposition  of  complex  hy- 
drocarbons." For  the  man  In  tha 
•treet,  however,  oil  cracking  mean* 
the  breaking  down  of  heavy  oil*  Into 
light  oils  by  means  of  heat. 

The  yields  of  cracked  gasoline  are 
from  20  to  40  per  cent  of  the  heavy 
oil  used.  The  fact  must  not  be  over- 
looked that  these  yield*  of  gasoUne 
are  obtained  from  heavy  oils  snd  oil 
residues  which  contain  no  gaa© line 
ad  all.  and  which  would  be  enUrely

In  May,  1915.  Secretary  Harris  of 
the  Island  Automobile  Association 
prophesied  that  In  the  ream  to  come 
there  would  be  one  tour  that  would 
stand  out  pre-eminent  amongst  the 
motor  tours  of  the  Pacific  Osast,  that 
t  .ur  belna  lhe  International- Oeorglan 
Circuit. 

A  few  weeks  ago  a  map  of  this 
wonderful  trip  was  published  in  the 
motor  pace  of  The  Colonist,  giving  an 
idea  of  the  cities  connected  together . 
embracing  a  600  mile  sweep  of  scenic 
grandeur  unequalled  on  this  contin- 
ent. A  glance  at  the  map  will  show 
rnat  there  Is  no  starting  point  on 
the  Georgian  Circuit.  You  can  leave 
from  any  city  on  the  route  and  cover 
the  600  mllsa  without  being  on  the* 
same  road  twice,  or,  at  pleasure.  In- 
crease the  dlstunce  to  1.B0O  miles  by 
taking  the  number  of  side  tours  con- 
necting this  highway. 

The  Idea  of  creating  the  Georgian 
Circuit  was  conceived  In  1015  by  a 
former  president  of  the  Island  Auto- 
mobile Association  who  was  an  Inter- 
national figure — the  promoter  of  tbe 
(iood  Roads  movement.  The  full  re- 
alization of  the  scheme  came  with  the 
opening  of  the  Olympla  Highway,  a 
project  Initiated  by  Mr.  A.  J.  Blethcn, 
then  president  of  the  Seattle  Automo- 
bile Club.  The  formal  opening  was 
celebrated  at  Port  Angeles  on  Satur- 
day. August  14.  1*15.. 

It  la  needless  >to  say  that  the  Idea 
of  the  Georgian  Circuit  has  taken 
strongly  each  year,  its  popularity  In- 
crease* and  this  increase  is  tremen- 
dous importance  to  this  city  and  to 
ether  cities  on  the  circuit. 


The  motorist  making  this  trip  will 
hav*  a  new  birth  in  travel  experleru 
He  will  be  literally  astounded  at  the 
endless  panorama  of  scenery  with  Its 
wonderful  variety,  and  will  begin  to 
realise  that  the  scenic  splendor  of 
this  five  hundred  mile  circuit  equals, 
or  does  not  actually  surpass,  any 
other  automobile  trip  In  the  world. 

As  shown  on  the  map,  the  eGor 
glsn'  Circuit  consists  of  the  Olympla 
Highway  (12<  miles),  the  Pacific 
Highway  (2S7  miles),  and  the  Island 
Highway  (77  miles),  with  the  ferry 
between  Nanalmo  and  Vancouver  and 
Port  Angeles  and  Victoria.  It  might 
be  well  to  add  the  ferry  rates:  Auto- 
mobiles binder  2.000  pounds,  1  be 
tween  2.000  pounds  and  4,000,  17; 
over  4,000  pounds.  If. 

The  Island  Automobile  Association 
will  maintain  the  same  service  at  the 
dock  both  here  and  at  Nanalmo  as 
It  has  In  former  years,  says  Secretary 
Harris.  Mr.  Harris  always  advocated 
co-operation  of  all  cities,  and  past 
experience  has  proven  that  it  car 
talnly  pays.  For  Instance,  when  a 
tourist  lands  In  Victoria  he  has  never 
heen  told  that  all  the  attractions  In 
the  world  are  here,  but  strongly  urged 
to  tour  Vancouver  Island,  urged 
to  know  of .  tha  glories  found  be-» 
yofea  Nanalmo;  sea  'Aloernt  district, 
and  those  of  Courtenay  and  Camp- 
bell River.  There  has  been  a  good 
word  for  all.  which  has  been  appreci- 
ated by  all  tourists.

.Motorists  Should  Have  Auto- 
mobile Overhauled  Now  in 
Preparation  for  the  SummeF 
Weather 


Watchful  Eyes  Guard  Its  Qualify 
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Too  few  motorists  are  far-stghted 
enough  to  appreciate  that  the  Winter 
or  early  Spring  is  the  lime  to  have 
their  cars  put  in  condition  for  the 
succeeding  driving  seaaon.  according 
to  a  local  automobile  firm. 

There  are  two  reasons  why  this  la 
so.  One  is  that  they  can  spare  their 
cars  better  when  the  weather  Is  least 
Inviting  to  riding,  and  the  other  la 
that  repair  shops  are  leas  rushed  in 
the  Winter  or  early  Spring  and  can 
give  most  careful  and  thorough  at- 
tention to  a  Job. 

What  la  equally  attractive  Is  that 
quite  often  special  rates  are  made 
for  repair  work  done  In  this  more  or 
less  "off"  season.  In  other  years  re- 
pair shops  have  been  quite  busy  In 
the  Winter  because  more  car  owners 
did  recognise  the  advantage  of  getting 
their  cars  repaired  before  they  en- 
tered another  driving  season.  But 
this  yean  on  account  of  the  open  Win- 
ter there  is  not  the  usual  amount  of 
overhauling  going  on. 

Perhaps  this  thoughtlessness  of  the 
average  motorist  Is  comparable  to 
that  of  the  man  who  did  not  repair 
Ms  roof  In  fair  weather  because  It 
didn't  need  It  then,  and  In  rainy 
weather  he  couldn't,  hence  his  roof 
continued  to  leak. 

The  consequences  will  be  that  a 
great  many  motorists  this  Spring  will 
awake  to  th*  fact  that  they  have  too 
long  neglected  the  overhauling  they 
needed.  When  they  go  to  shops  they 
are.  Ikely  to  find  them  full  of  work 
and  be  unable  to  get  accommodated 
until  the  driving  season  has  begun. 
Then  the  regular  volume  of  work  go- 
ing through  the  shop  wll|  make  It 
l.ard  for  them  to  receive  proper  at- 
tention and  as  a  result  many  will 
have  to  drive  their  cars  In  unsatis- 
factory condition  and  to  the  disad- 
vantage of  the  cars.  In  other  words, 
the  "stlteh  In  time"  having  been 
neglected,  heavy  and  excessive  repair 
bills  will  follow.  Certain  It  is  that 
If  nil  wait  unUI  the  Spring  to  get 
their  cars  overhauled  the  work  will 
be  only  half  done. 

Another  objection  to  delay  not  to 
be  overlooked  Is  that  In  the  Spring 
and  early  Summer  there  will  be  a 
great  many  new  cars  coming  through 
from  the  factories  and  the  service 
stations  of  the  dealers  handling  these 
arc  going  to  be  very  busy  putting 
these  new  cars  In  readiness  for  their 
owners.  Naturally  this  work  will 
take  precedence  over  all  other  work, 
as  the  dealer*  will  be  anxious  to 
turn  the  cars  over  to  thdr-purchaaers 
and  get  their  money.  The  impor- 
tuning owner  of  an  old  car  aaklng 
for  an  overhauling  at  such  time  will 
have  scant  chance  of  being  accom- 
modated. 

Moreover,  If  car  owners  would  get 
their  overhauling  work  done  now.  It 
would  be  a  good  thing  for  the  gen- 
eral public,  for  It  would  improve  the 
economic  situation.  Many  service 
stations  are  finding  It  neceaaary  to 
lay  off  help  because  of  lack  of  wbrk. 
which  is  decreasing  the  buying  power 
of  a  certain  portion  of  the  commun- 
ity and  tending  to  depress  business 
all  along  the  line.  On  the  other 
hand,  If  these  service  stations  could 
keep  the  men  on  their  payroll  It 
would  enable  them  to  have  the  effi- 
cient kind  of  mechanics  at  the  time 
when  they  are  »olng  to  especially 
need  them,  when  the  rush  comes  In 
the  Spring.  Otherwise  these  men  are 
likely  to  have  drifted  Into  other 
trades  and  not  be  available  at  that 
time. 

No  doubt  a  great  many  are  con- 
templating having  their  cars  repaired 
between  now  and  the  good  weather, 
but  do  not  appreciate  the  advlaablllty 
of  net  delaying  It  even  a  little  longer. 
The  familiar  adage  "Do  It  now."  to 
pecially  timely  advice  In  this  con- 
nection. Motor  tut*  who  need  any 
mechanical  work  done  on  their  cars 
or  trucks  will  be  acting  in  their  own 
best  Interest  If  they  heed  it.

Do  you  ever  think  how  the  natural 
laws  you  learned  way  back  in  high 
school  days  apply  to  your  automobile 
today?  It  to  working  under  those 
lawa.  whether  you  remember  them 
or  not.  If  you  relearn  them  and 
keep  them  in  mind  you  will  more 
thoroughly  understand  whst  Is  tak- 
ing place,  and  get  a  great  deal  more 
pleasure  out  of  driving,  because  you 
will  know  the  how  and  the  why  of 
.every  little  thing  that  happens  and 
be  more  In  sympathy  with  your  car 
for  that  reason. 

Remember  the  Old  law  about  bod- 
ies In  motion  tending  to  go  In  a 
straight  line?  This  to  responsible 
for  the  fact  thai  a  body  travelling 
In  a  circle  to  always  trying  to  get 
off  on  a  tangent,  and  a  revolving 
body  to  throw  off  a  looee  portion 
every  little  wklle.  to  so  whirling  out 
Into  apace,  the  same  as  when  the 
earth  was  thrown  off  tbe  suu.  Think 
about  this  the  neat"  time  yoe  whirl 
areund  a  corner  when  the  pa>easent 
to  a  little  wet  and  the  wheels  atari 
to  sUdto.

Then,  perhaps,  you  will  remember 
the  law  of  Inertia — how  a  body  at 
rest  does  not  want  to  start  rnovlng 
and  when  It  does  get  moving  does  not 
want  to  stop.  That  Is  why  It  takes 
a  great  deal  more  power  to  start  the 
automobile  rolling  than  to  keep  It 
rolling  after  it  Is  once  In  motion,  and 
to  produce  this  extra  power  when  you 
wish  to  speed  up  the  car  you 
"step  on  the  gas."  aa  it  to  called. 
After  It  Is  up  to  speed  practically 
the  only  power  required  Is  to  over- 
time the  wind  resistance. 

Hut  you  may  know  more  about  the 
other  end  of  the  tow.  that  n  body 
In  motion  wants  to  keep  moving  un- 
less, some  other  force  Intervenes.  You 
doubtless  have  drifted  down  on  an- 
other car  or  some  other  body  several 
times  In  learning  to  drive.  The  car 
was  going  and  It  wanted  to  keep  on 
going,  although  you  were  pressing  the 
brakes  and  doing  almoet  everything 
else  you  knew  about  to  get  it  to  stop, 
particularly  If  the  pavement  were 
slippery 

You  discovered  that  It  takes  con- 
siderable power  to  stop  a  moving 
body  ss  well  ss  to  start  it.  I'nder- 
standlng  this,  you  probably  will  not 
wait  until  the  last  moment  to  Jam 
on  the  brakes,  but  will  start  in  time 
to  avoid  both  the  danger  of  accident 
and  damage  to  the  car  through  rack- 
ing. 

There  was  another  law  called  that 
of  gravity — a  fore*  that  pulto  every- 
thing toward  the  eentr*  of  the  earth, 
and  which  to  responsible  for  keeping 
a  large  part  of  the  automobiles  today 
from  hitting  more  than  the  very  high 
Vises*.

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Removing  Road  Tar 
Unless  washed  off  promptly  with 
soap  and  water,  road  tar  will  quickly 
harden  on  a  car,  leaving  unsightly 
streaks  and  spots.  There  are  several 
good  ways  of  removing  it,  however. 
One  oonsast*  in  the  application  of 
butter  or  oleomargarinV  which  will 
■often  the  tar  without  injuring  the 
varnish.  Another  good  solvent  to 
cocoa  butter,  which  Is  used  In  tho 
theatrical  profession  for  removing 
grease  paint.  This  can  be  purchased 
In  some  drug  stores  and  is  a  harm- 
less solvent  for  all  kinds  of  oil  and 
an  well  a*  tar. 


Spring  Seat  Lubrication 
Many  present  day  cars  are  fitted 
with  springs  Mounted  on  seat*  that 
oscillate.  These  spring  seats  usually 
have  some  means  of  lubrication,  but 
many  oar  owners  never  take  the 
trouble  simply  to  turn  up  the  grease. 


A  burned  out  fuse  on  one's  ear  la 
the  country  to  very  inconvenient  if 
there  ar*  no  spares  with  which  to 
replace  it.  but  if  the  motorist  will 
carry  a  little  tinfoil  in  his  box  of 
odds  and  ends  he  can  make  a  service- 
able temporary  repair  In  a  minute.

Care  should  be  taken  not  to 
wrap  the  fuse  too  heavily,  as  if  this 
to  done  damage  1*  liable  to  result  to 
the  wiring  if  it  Is  suddenly  stressed 
Ti">  a*  overload.

Lord  Reading  said  he  agreed 
that  the  League  of  Nations  Union  did 
excellent  work  when  It  gave  the  op- 
portunity throughout  the  country  of 
holding  meetings,  so  that  the  publlO 
might  become  familiar  with  the 
League  of  Nations,  end  might  be  en- 
neuragwd  to  lend  it  great  support. 
For  Indeed,  they  might  have  a  league 
of  Nations  on  paper,  signed  by  even 
greater  men  than  those  who.  had  af- 
fixed their  signatures  to  the  present 
covenant,  they  might  havo  It  ratified 
» y  all  the  Parliament*  that  existed, 
and  It  still  could  never  be  a  living 
unless  It  was  baaed  upon  the 
i's  will.  What  they  were  anx- 
ious to  impress  upon  the  public  was 
that  the  League  of  Nation*  and  the 
strength  that  it  should  gather  from 
public  support,  must  not  be  left 
merely  to  articles  In  the  newspapers, 
however  powerful  they  might  bo; 
they  must  not  be  left  merely  to  the 
politician*,  however  eloquent  they 
might  be.  This  subject  waa  one 
which  waa  vital  to  every  human 
He  doubted  whether  there 
a  man  or  woman  In  the  hall  who 
during  the  war  did  not  say  again  and 
again  in  their  Innermost  thoughts, 
csn  this  thing  ever  happen  again  ' 
Was  there  no  better  way  of  settling 
man's  disputes;  had  humanity  nothing 
to  offer  but  hilling?  This  Idea  ger- 
minated quickly,  finding  its  way  in 
the  trenches,  on  the  ships,  in  the 
aeroplanes,  throughout  the  fighting 
forces,  but  not  only  there,'  for  It  was' 
et  home.  In  the  hospitals  and  homes, 
with  fathers,  mothers,  brothere.  sla- 
ters, husbands,  with  all  of  them  the 
great  thought  was.  when  this  war  wea 
ever  It  must  be.  as  they  had  said  it 
was.  a  war  to  end  war.  He  did  not 
want  to  raise  hopes  or  to  say  any-

Passions]  fill 
easily,  sometimes  fasts  were  not  al- 
ways quite  understood,  and  in  thoee 
moments  when  there  was  anger,  hot 
words  were  spoken  Just  a*  there  WW 
between  two  Individual*  who  hud  not 
controlled  themaelvea.  and  out  of  all 
that  came  the  political  temper  which 
made  for  war.  What  a  world  de- 
atructlon  would  have  been  aaved. 
what  we  ehould  have  been  ape  red,  if 
only  at  the  critical  moment  at  the  end 
of  July.  1»14.  those  upon  whom 
rested  that  awful,  responaibllity  had 
Just  pauaed  for  a  moment  and 
adopted  Lord  Grey 'a  suggestion  of  a 
conference.  But  It  waa  not  to  hap- 
pen. Now,  after  the  war,  they  pic- 
tured to  themaelvea  that  men  would 
have  learned  more  wisdom,  that  aa 
democracy  spread,  so  it  waa  the  hope 
of  all  of  them  that  the  peoples  would 
have  more  to  say  aa  to  war.  that  they 
would  imitate  not  only  our  own  coun- 
trlee,  which  were  democratic,  but 
would  even  exercise  more  power,  be- 
cause, as  they  truated  and  hoped  as 
a  result  of  ths  League  of  Nations,  and 
of  what  we  had  learnt,  the  public 
would  be  taken  more  Into  the  confi- 
dence of  Governments. 

A  great  step  in  advance  waa  done 
at  Oeneva  in  helping  to  bring  the  na- 
tlone  together,  for  in  addition  to  the 
nineteen  elgnetorlee.  neutral  atatea 
had  joined,  and  even  ex-enemy  coun- 
tries—Auatrla  and  Bulgaria,  they  had 
their  request  to  Join  granted.  Ger- 
many did  not  aak  to  be  admitted,  and 
rightly,  beoauae  Oermany  knew  that 
she  could  not  be  admitted,  and  that 
aha  had  to  eatiafy  thoae  nationa  with 
whom  ahe  had  warred  that  ahe  did 
honestly  and  alnoerely  Intend  to  carry 
out  the  term*  of  the  peace  to  which 
her  delegates  had  aubecrlbed.  But 
there  they  bad  the  algnaturdM  of 
forty-eight  states,  grown  from  nine- 
teen since  the  signing  of  the  peace. 
He  wished  he  oould  have  said  some- 
thing more.  But  it  waa  not  for  them 
to  discuss  why  the  Senate  of  America 
had  not  ratified  the  covenant.  That 
waa  a  matter  for  America  and  the 
Americans,  but  all  other 
int*r©.ttiMJ.  Th^r*  wad 
thaf  could  wield  such  Influence  a* 
America  could.  He  said  that  because 
America  had  not  the  same  interest, 
by  her  policy,  by  her  geographical 
position,  and,  Indeed,  by  reason  of  her 
territory,  aa  this  country  had.  The 
League  of  Nationa  was  conceived  In 
a  spirit  of  Justice,  and  was  meaaX  to 
determine  not  which  was  right  ac- 
cording to  which  country  had  the 
moat  guna.  men.  etc..  but  according 
to  the  views  of  trained  men  In  Jus- 
tice The  League  of  Nations  mad 
achieved  one  very  memorable  act  in 
Its  organisation  of  a  permanent  o*urt 
of  International  Justice.  -  This  was 
the  supreme  realisation  of  an  ideal 
which  man  had  had  for  very  long 
period*.  It  did  not  make  It  compul- 
sory upon  atatea  to  submit  their  dis- 
pute*— they  apparently  had  not  got 
far  enough  for  that  yet — but  all  theae 
matters  could  be  dealt  with  by  the

William  Martin,  the  attorney  for  the 
claimants  (respondents). 

Mr.  Patrick  J.  Slnnott.  of  the  firm 
of  Slnnott  A  Green,  barristers.  Vic- 
toria, submitted  further  Victoria 
claims  In  respect  of  the  foUowlng 
victims,  namely.  Jim  Hong,  chief 
cook;  Charles  J.  Black,  purser;  and  J. 
B.  Bell,  a  paaaenger  The  applica- 
tion ia  made  to  aet  aside  the  order  of 
the  court  obtained  by  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company  limiting 
the  time  for  filing  claims  on  the 
ground  that  these  claimants  were 
never  made  aware  of  such  an  order 
or  of  the  proceedings  before  the 
United  States  court. 

The  trial  of  this  action  before 
Judge  Neterer  was  held  on  January 
11.  and  lasted  for  ten  days,  and  as 
further  evidsnce  had  to  be  taken  at 
San  Francisco,  the  arguments  of 
counsel  was  deferred  until  May  1. 
The  claims  filed  to  date  aggregate 
about  12,509,000  The  total  loss  of 
life  was  34t  passengers  and  crew,  and 
there  were  no  surrlvors.

Government  relative  to  the  arrange- 
ment uli<ltr  which  it  has  taken  oyer 
the  Tranquil  I*  Sanitarium  were  act 
forth  by  Hon,  J.  I).  Mao  Loan.  Pro- 
vincial Secretary.  In 
on  Friday  afternoon, 
the  second  reading  of  the  bill  to 
ratify  th*  agreement  between  th* 
Provincial  Government  and  the  Antl- 
Tuberculoala  Mociety.  under  which  all 
the  a— eta  of  the  Utter  are  sssumed 
and  provision  for  th*  future  sialn 
tenano*  and  operation  of  the  ln»ti- 
tutlon  provided  for. 

In  aubmlttliig  the  bill,  the  Provln- 
ecretary  gave  an  Interesting  ro- 
of the  history  of  tbU  imrtltu- 
•  Hon  and  explained  the  necessity  for 
Its  transfer,  outlining  also  the  plana 
for  future  extension  of  this  Invalu- 
able relief  and  curative  work. 

I>r.  Mac  Lean  'explained  that  Tran- 
<'ii  iu-  Hanltarlum  Is  an  Institution 
acquired  and  developed  by  the  Ann 
Tuberculosis  Society  of  the  Province, 
which  was  founded  in  1*04.  Its  ob- 
jects are  the  prevention  and  treat- 
ment of  tubercular  patients  and  the 
tsta  uilsh  m*nt  of  hospitals  and  sahl- 
toria  with  that  end  In  vleW.  I  It  ac- 
quired powers  to  receive  bequests, 
subscriptions  and  funds,  snd  to  buy 

•  nd  sell  real  estate.  Branch  societies 
were  organised  in  nearly  all  populous 
centres  In  the  Province  with  a  view 
to  raising  funds  and  generally  edu- 
cating  public   opinion   In  prevention 

•  nd  treatment  of  tuberculosis 

lleeord  of 


In  190.1  the  society  had  In  facilities 
for  treatment  five  tenia  and  two 
•mall  houses  In  Kamioops  district. 
The  development  of  the  work  of  the 
twisty  necessitated  the  acquisition 
of  larger  premises,  snd  In  lt«7  Tran- 
qullle  Ranch  was  acquired  for  158,- 
000.  The  property  acquired  totalled 
fcpo  acres,  and  along  with  this  a  lease 
wsf  taken  of  1,000  acres  of  Domin- 
ion ranch,  buying  COO  head  of  cattle 
•  nd  7S  horses.  By  renovating  the 
buildings  they  provided  JJ  beds  for 
patients.  Additions  were  made  to 
the  plant  from  time  to  time,  until 
If  17,  when  the  present  Government 
titok  office,  there  was  accommodation 
f*r  120  patlants.  The  total  grant 
made  previously  by  the  Oover'nment 
for  capital  expenditure  amounted  to 
only ,$1*. 000.  The  society  had  a  hard 
Imanclal  struggle  and  was  In  con- 
stant need  of  funds. 

From  1007  to  1017  the  society  re- 
ceived from  the  Government  In  spe- 
rlal  grants  sums  aggregating  $137.- 
000.  and  to  assist  In  maintenance  * 
total  of  1 1««. 000,  making  a  grand 
total  of  $205,000,  or  an  uverage  of 
$21,000  per  year.  Since  the  present 
tiovernment  came  Into  OffJlce  there 
hss  been  contributed  In  the  way  of 
special  grants— that  Is  to  say.  from 
1018  to  1021  Inclusive— $$5,000,  and 
per  capita  payments  amounting  to 
$1*7.000,  a  total  of  |f$2.000,  or  an 
average  of  $70,500  per  year. 

Improvements 
In  1$1$  Hon.  Dr.  MaeLean  visited 
Ottawa  on  Invitation  of  the  Dominion 
tiovernment.  attending  a  conference 
<.f  Provincial  Ministers  In  charge  of 
departments  of  health,  the  object  be- 
ing to  co-ordinate  a  system  for  the 
care  of  returned  soldiers  who  were 
affected  with  tuberculosis.  The  nst 
result  of  this  conference,  so  fur  as 
the  Province  was  concerned,  was  an 
arrangement  under  which,  on  the  pay- 
ment Of  $75,000  by  the  Provincial 
Government,  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment agreed  to  erect  and  equip  an 
additional  wing  ut  Tranqullla.  capable 
of  accommodating  100  additional  pa- 
tients. This  was  dona  at  a  cost  of 
$.1X0,000,  the  agreement  providing 
that  when  the  Domhilon  health  au- 
thorities had  no  further  use  for  the 
Institution  It  should  be  turned  over 
to  the  Provincial  Government.  This 
agreement  was  ratified  by  the  Antl- 
Tuberculoels  Association. 

In  1*10,  however,  the  Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Association  found  It  too  heavy 
a  task  to  carry  on  this  undertaking-, 
and  again  asked  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment to  take  over  the  Institution, 
This  has  required  Innumerable  con- 
so  Itatlons.  and  rauoh  correspondence, 
bat  the  bill  Is  the 
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that  to  to  »*  .  mm  «  ssrttoted  from 
Columbia,  or  claimed  this  as 
ome  Province,  The  .ivlllan 
patients  ara  all  Hrlttoh  Columbia 
patients  also. 

"The  urremtnt  with  the  dominion 
Government  provide^,  as  stated  be- 
fore, that  the  new  wing  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  Province  as  soon 
as  its  usefulness  to  the  Dominion  au- 
thorities terminates.  The  Dominion 
also  covenants  to  pay  the  Province 
the  actual  cost  of  maintaining  Its  pa- 
tients in  the  Institution,  such  rosl  to 
be  based  on  all  exi 
ed  with  the  sanitarium,  excepting  in- 
terest and  sinking  ft 
capital  expenditure. 

"In  return  we  are  to  treat  the 
Dominion  military  patients,  so  that  we 
lose  nothing  on  this  feature  of  the 
transaction. 

"It  Is  Intended  that  civilian  patients 
shall  pay  whenever  possible.  If  they 
come  to  us  from  a  municipality,  and 
are  not  well  enough  off  to  pay  their 
treatment,  the  municipality  will  con 
tribute.  If  they  com*  from  unorgan 
Ized  districts  under  similar  circum- 
stance* the  Government  will  assume 
that  obligation. 


"Th*  institution  has  been  operating 
at  a  loss  during  the  past  few  years. 
The  current  deficit  Is  about  $1,600  par 
month,  or  for  the  last  twelve'  months 
$Z0.000. 

"We  are  proposing  to  take  over  the 
institution,  therefore,  for  two  reasons: 
First,  because  it  has  become  too  large 
and  Important  an  undertaking  to  be 
managed  and  supported  by  voluntary 
effort,  and  secondly  because  the  care 
of  contagious  disease  of  this  nature 
should  be  the  duty  of  th*  Province. 

"Borne  persons  say  that  voluntary 
effort  will  cease  as  soon  as  we  take 
over  this  Institution.  Tet  voluntary 
contributions  to  this  work  have  aver- 
aged $2,000  per  year  for  several  years 
past.  We  have  an  asset  also  In  the 
bequest  of  the  late  Mr.  Greaves,  of 
Douglas  Lake,  and  doubtless  other 
bequests  will  be  made  from  time  to 
time  as  the  institution  will  continue 
to  do  a  work  that  must  commend  It- 
self to  the  thoughtful  support  of 
those  who  leave  valuable  estates  be- 
hind them." 

Dr.  MacLean  briefly  sketched  th* 
plans  for  the  future  of  the  institution, 
stating  that  Its  work  and  plant  will 
be  extended  as  rapidly  as  funds  will 
permit.  It  is  Intended  to  continue  and 
prosecute  more  vigorously  than  ever 
a  campaign  of  education  against  the 
disease.  Municipalities  will  be  encour- 
aged to  make  larger  grants  somewhat 
commensurate  with  the  value  of  the 
benefit*  received  by  the  existence  of 
the  Institution  and  the  care  of  pa- 
tients from  organised  districts.
